ROSEBEN TRIUMPHS AGAIN. 



DEFEATS WESTBURY AND OTHER FAST ONES 
IN OAKLAND'S MAIN RACE. 

Fred Mulholland and Aimee C. in Front at the Finish 
of Their Races — Gcbhard Handicap 
Weights. 



San Francisco. Cal.. March III. — Koecbeu'a tri 
umpliaiit reentry into the raring arena constituted 
the big feature of tlie session of thoroughbred sport 
at Oakland today. Tlie layers, as usual, took un- 
warranted liberties with "Tlie Big Train.” laving 
ns good as S to 5 to win. 4 to 5 place and 2 to 5 
third at one stage of the hotting. Davy Johnson's 
record-breaker amteared very tit when lie a niteared 
on the track, and t he oxpeeled delayed plunge ma- 
terialized. His Itaekers experienced considerable 
uneasiness while West bury was outrunning him in 
the early stages, and until beginning the final six- 
teenth tlie issue between the pair seemed very much 
in doubt. Walsh on Rosclicti. however, rode Ellison's 
gelding very close ami the intimidated Seoville 
finally pulled Imiii up. leaving ltosehcn to come ou 
and win as he pleased. Seovl lie's claim of foul was 
disallowed. The best horse won. lint owing to in- 
terference Westbury narrowly averted defeat for 
second place. 

Aimee in the 'clositflr race, was the only other 
favorite to win. Charles T. Hensliall and his friends 
made a big winning over his filly's victory. 

Barney Schreiber's Fred Mulholland. which is 
named after a prominent Pacific coast turf writer 
and all-around racing official, finallv displayed -i 
glimpse of his phenomenal yearling trials by win- 
ning the second race. 

Jockey A. Walsh was fined $50 by the stewards 
for riding Roseben too close to Westbury in the 
fourth race and Sandy $25 for rough work on Old 
Mexico in the race for two-year-olds. Tapi in. who 
lode Silver Stocking in the last race, claimed a 
foul against Captain Kennedy, the runner-up. It was 
dismissed. 

Edward W. Purser, once a prominent race horse 
owner and plunger, was sent to an asvliim for the 
insane today. Purser, who went totally blind five 
years ago. finally became insane from brooding 
over bis terrible affliction. 

It is said on good authority that President T. H. 
Williams intends to retire from racing altogether 
and that his stable of horses will be sold at auc- 
tion in the immediate future. 

The weights for the Gcbhard Handicap, the last 
and richest of the season's two-year-old stakes, were 
made public today. There are 150 eligibles, iiielud 
ing Turret, 11(5. the Bell Stakes winner, aud the 
Santa Anita cracks. Flying Squirrel. 122. and Rockr 
O'Brien. 1251. top weights: Carroll. 120. and Donaii. 
118. The distance is five furlongs and a great strug- 
gle is expected. 

MUCH ROUGH RIDING AT JACKSONVILLE. 

Jacksonville. Fla., March 31. — Today brought a 
still further iuercase of attendance at Moncreif 
Park aud it now appears as if the patronage will 
improve right along until the closing day. SjieculH- 
tlon. too. was brisk and as the local people are 
becoming acquainted with the form of the horses, 
the ladling is increasing. The books have hail 
many a break ill their favor since tlie meeting 1*'- 
gan. Today Judge Dilution was the only winning 
favorite ami but few of the other winners found 
mueh support. 

The liest race of the afternoon proved to he the 
five and a half furlongs handicap, which re- 
sulted in a head victory for Ray Thompson, which 
just managed to last long enough to beat out Sally 
Preston. Ray Thompson was ridden by jockey W. 
Young and it was his first winning mount since lie 
left Savannah. 

There was a lot of rough riding during the after- 
noon. Iu the second race Guy. on Bright Boy. 
crowded his opponents against the inside fence on 
the turn Into the backs! retch. The interference re- 
sulted in a mix-up in which the favorite. Oroonoka. 
stumbled and fell and Rose F.. which was in Imhind 
him. tumbled over him. Fortunately neither riders 
nor horses were injured. Guy was suspended for 
three days by the judges and warned that a rc|ict i 
tion of the offense would result in an indefinite sus- 
pension. 

In the third race there was another jam. and this 
time it occurred on the iurn into the baekstretcli. 
At Ibis point Martin cut across from the outside to 
tlie insiile with Trey of Spades and collided with 
Lady Ethel, which in turn knocked against Minne- 
haha aud threw her against the fence. The latter 
struck one of the posts with force enough to shatter 
her stifle, w'hieh means that she is ruined for racing 
purposes. Alt effort will be made by Iter owner to 
save her. and as soon as s*tie is in condition to be 
shipped site will be sent to one of the farms near 
Lexington and bred. Minnehaha was a useful mare 
for her owner and was a frequent winner at the 
recent meeting held in Tampa. 

t\ Brown, tbe diminutive jockey, who is the 
lightest boy riding here, hail tlie mount on two of 
today’s winners. Dr. Young and Miss K. O. B. 
Young Brown has landed several long shots home in 
front at tbe present meeting, anil It appears be may 
develop into a rider of some merit.

Montreal. Quo., March 31. — Applications for stalls 
al Blue Bonnets arc being received already by the 
Mont real Jockey Club and when the various horse- 
men throughout the country have scanned tbe condi- 
tions of the stakes to be decided at Blue Bonnets 
in June, it is thought that all tlie available space 
on the grounds will be taken tip. Last autumn there 
was not a vacant stall to bo had, not only on the

make a big return on their investments if they 
should erect stables within a half mile of the track, 
as the indications arc that owners of upward of 
1.000 horses will want to take part In the June 
meeting.

The reason why be withdrew Khodora from an Im- 
portant race in 1908 was because a dismissed em- 
ploye stood to win $300,000 if tbe mare won, as she 
probably would have.

The Jockey Club withheld 
its sanction for the first meeting held at James- 
town. but since that time the ruling against those 
who took part in tbe sport has been, rescinded, and 
tlie promoters have reason to bqlieve that the re- 
quest for dates will be granted. 

The meeting will take care of a number of horses 
that have hardly class enough to take part in the 
larger meetings to be held about New York, and 
it is a season that would not conflict with anv meet- 
ing to be held at one or the other of the Lung 
Island tracks.
